‘Peace Is Fragile.’ 

“We must recognize that 
peace in this area is fragile,” 
the President said, “and we 
must also recognize that the 
end of peace in Jordan could 
have consequences of a far- 
reaching nature. The United 
Nations has a particular re- 
sponsibility in this matter 
since it sponsored the Palestine 
armistice agreements upon 
which peace in the area rests, 
|and since it also sponsors the 
care of the Palestine refugees. 
| “I hope this Assembly will 
be able to give expression to 
the interest of the United Na- 
tions in preserving peace in 
Jordan.” 

“Nothing that I have said,” 
the President told the dele- 
gates, “is to be construed as 
indicating that I regard the 
status quo as sacrosanct. 
Change is indeed the law of 
life and progress. But when 
change reflects the will of the 
people, then change can’ and 


peaceful ways.” 

Urged by Hammarskjold. 

This was interpreted in the 
U.N. as a new determination by 
the Eisenhower Administration 
to recognize the force of Arab 
nationalism and to try to chan- 
nel it constructively, This has 
been the advice repeatedly 
given by Hammarskjold, who 
talked with the President last 
night. 

“In this context,” the Presi- 
dent said, “the United States 
respects the right of every 
Arab nation of the Near East 
to live in freedom without 
domination from any source, 
far or near.”

KUBITSCHEK CALLS 
PICTURE WITH 
DULLES ‘TREASON’

RIO DE JANIERO, Aug. 13 
—President Juscelino Kubit- 
schek, at a press conference 
yesterday, indignantly de- 
scribed as “national treason” 
the publication last week of a 
photograph showing him stand- 
ing with hands spread in a 


begging gesture before a sit- 
ting Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles. 

This picture was published 
on the front page by the Jornal 
do Brasil, which opposes the 
Kubitschek administration. It 
also appeared the next day in 
other opposition organs, as 
well as in a number of foreign 
newspapers. 

Both the Jornal do Brasil 
and Tribuna da Imprensa 
printed the photograph with 
captions suggesting that Presi- 
dent Kubitschek was humili- 
ating himself and Brazil by 
rising before Dulles in an ap- 
peal for United States assis- 
tance. Neither newspaper said 
what was finally admitted bv 
them—that the photograph had 
been taken at a specal session 
for photographers in another 
room at Laranjeiras palace and 
not in the actual conference. 

French newsreel cameraman 
Jean Manzon explained that 
President Kubitschek was 
pleading with him—and not 
with Dulles—not to insist on 
further pictures. The “photo 
affair” by then had become the 
theme of heated debates in 
Congress and the press.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Aug. 13 
(UPI) — The dam that has 
kept legal liquor out of Okla- 
homa since statehood in 1907 
is beginning to crack. 

Oklahoma Democrats, who 
have always controlled the 
state government, sent a shock 
wave through the legal struc- 
ture of prohibition in June by 
nominating for Governor a 32- 
year-old reformer who prom- 
ises a quick vote on constitu- 
tional repeal. 

The nominee, Tulsa County 
Attorney J. Howard Edmond- 
son, has promised strict en- 
forcement of prohibition pend- 
ing its test at the baliot box. 
Wets have hailed this as their 


best weapon yet. They have) 


argued that Oklahoma will re- 

main legally dry as long as 

its bootleggers flourish 
Loopholes in Law. 


And flourish they have. Ed- | 


mondson said tha’ as a county | 
attorney he has been unable | 
to prosecute liquor merchants | 
due to payne | in the laws | 
relating to search ana seizure. | 
The state’s bootleg business | 
has been estimated unofficially |

The Pentagon’s Advance Re- 
search Projects Agency, headed 
by Roy Johnson, has general 
supervision and direction of 
the probe and all other mili- 
tary space projects. 

Pessimistic on Chances. 

The combination rocket to 
be utilized has never been fired 
in flight, in all its stages. An 
informed Pentagon source was 
pessimistic in his assessment 
of the chances of success. 

The first-stage Thor and the 
liquid-fueled second stage, a 
modified version of the Van- 
guard second stage, have been 
repeatedly tested and are con- 
sidered reliable. The Pentagon 
informant gave them an 80 per 
cent chance of functioning per- 
fectly. 

The third stage a solid-fuel 
rocket, the source said, has 
been static-tested many times 
but has never been ignited at 
the altitude of about 150 miles 
at which its burning must 
start. The expert gave this 
rocket a 50 per cent chance 
of functioning. 

These three stages are de- 
signed to accelerate the fourth 
stage, or the payload, to es- 
cape velocity at about 35,000 
feet a second. If the vicinity 
of the moon is to be reached, 
there must not be an error of 
more than two-tenths of a de- 


Fourth-Stage Payload. 

The fourth-stage payload will 
will be spin-stabilized and will 
consist of a so-called retro 
rocket with 30 pounds of solid- 
fuel propellant. The rocket 
will be surrounded cylindri- 
cally by an instrument 
containing a small radio trans- 
mitter, a micrometeorite count- 
er and a magnetometer to 
measure the magnetic fields 
of the earth and the moon. 

When the fourth stage, after 
flying through space for more 
than two days, approaches the 
moon’s path, the retro rocket 
will be ignited. If it functions 
it will turn the payload into 
the moon’s gravitational field. 


What will happen then is 
anyone’s guess, the Pentagon 
expert said. He thought there 
was about a 50 per cent chance 
that the rocket assembly would 
accelerate the fourth-stage pay- 
load to escape velocity. He es- 
timated the odds of putting the 
instrument package within the 
moon’s gravitational pull as ten 
to one against success. 

He thought the chances that 
the satellite would escape the 
moon's field, after having or- 
bited around it, and return to 
the earth’s atmosphere were a 
million to one against success. 
If the fourth-stage payload gets 
within 5000 miles of the moon 
it may become a permanent 
moon satellite, if it orbits the 
moon at great distance its tra-| 
jectory will be completely un- 
predictable, the expert said. 

Only a Tiny Step. 

The program of lunar probes 
will be by far the most ambi- 
tious United States attempt to 
sound the sea of space. One 
of the satellites so far launched 
has reached an altitude of 2466 
miles. 

Even a rocket shoot to the 
moon would represent only a 
tiny step into space. The planet 
Pluto, for instance, is three 
billion miles away. | 


The military utility of these | 
space explorations remains) 
completely unpredictable. The 
band of intense radiation | 
around the earth, which has | 
been discovered by several sat- | 
ellites, is now of paramount in- | 
terest to space scientists and to | 
the military. Future satellites | 
and moon rockets will carry in- | 
struments to measure its in-| 
tensity. 

If this intense radiation per- | 
vades space, or even if it cx-| 
tends for indefinite distances | 
beyond the earth, manned 
space flight except for brief 
and shallow probes may be for- 
ever impossible. |

Most wash and wear | 
garments are either hand or 
machine washable (if machine- 
washed, the garments must be 
removed before the final spin 
drying cycle) and should be 
hung on non-staining hangers 
to drip dry. Good wash and 
wear garments require little, if 

any, touch-up ironing. 
Automatic wash and wear 
garments, on the other hand, 
are those that can be washed 
through the complete cycle of 
the automatic washer and 
dried in the home tumble 
dryer at a temperature of 
around 150 degrees Fahren- 
heit. They emerge ready to 
wear with little if any ironing 
needed. Most of the late model 
dryers have the required tem- 


high percentage of specific 
man-made fibers in the fabric 
of the garment. Modern fibers 
such as “Dacron” polyester fi- 


nylon have their wash and 
wear and self-grooming prop- 
erties built in.

Advice to Parents on 


Care of Child's Eyes 


When a child keeps glanc- 
ing out of the window instead 
of fixing his gaze on the book, 
it may not be that he dislikes 
reading or is just being per- 
verse. He may be Saying, “My 
eyes avé tired,” according to 
the Better Vision Institute 
which has prepared some help- 
ful suggestions for parents on 
taking care of children’s eyes. 

The institute suggests that 
parents of the five or six year 
old should remember that 
young eyes should not be put 
to work on print, or any other 
small objects, except for brief 
periods, and allowances for 
rest periods. Explanation ig 
that a child’s eyes do not be- 
come full grown until he is 
eight or nine years old, al- 
though the child is thrust into 
school life and required to con- 
centrate his vision on the print- 
ed word while his eyes are 
still immature and easily dam- 
aged. 

“Young children are natural- 
ly farsighted,” the institute re- 
minds parents. “They can see 
distant objects more clearly 
than fiear-by objects. Anybody,’ 
young or old, is farsighted if 
his eyeball is too short from 
front to back. Because a young 
child’s eye is small, it can 
hardly help being too short, 
so that is why it is farsighted. 

“The child can, however, 
force himself to see small, 
close-up objects because’ his 
eyes have a remarkable amount 


of ‘accommodation.’ That 
means that it can change the

While the bookishness is prob- 
ably something to be prized, 
the tendency to avoid people 
is not. In such cases, a pair of 
glasses for distant vision, which 
will enable a boy to hit a base- 
ball, may be a wise invéstment 
in the child’s welfare. 

Schoolchildren are not only 
affected by possible farsighted- 
ness or nearsightedness, but by 
astigmatism, a totally different 
eye condition. It usually re- 
sults from a slight malforma- 
tion of the cornea, or glassy 
watch crystal in front of the 
pupil. As long as the boy's 
activities consist mainly in hit- 
ting baseballs, his astigmatism 
may not bother him. But when 
he applies his eyes to the 
printed page it may cause 
trouble if it is a pronounced 
case. As a rule it can easily be 
corrected with spectacles.

“Resolved ... that it is the 
sense of the Congress that con- 
sideration should immediately 
be given by the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations 
to development within its per- | 
manent structure of such or- | 
ganization and procedures as 
will enable the United Nations | 
promptly to employ suitable 
United Nations forces for such 
purposes as observation and 
patrol in situations that threat- | 
en international peace and 
security. 

A somewhat different resolu- 
tion by Senator John J. Spark- 
man (Dem.), Alabama, already | 
has passed the Senate. It called 
for a permanent U.N. force 
similar to that sent to Suez in | 
the 1956 crisis. 

Supporters said the existence 
of such a force might have 
forestalled America’s sending | 
of troops to Lebanon. The Ad- | 
ministration objected to some 
specific points in Sparkman’s 
resolution. 

Both resolutions would ex- | 
press the sentiment of the | 
United States Congress, 
strengthening U.N. moves for a | 
peace force. They wolud not | 
have the force of law.

260 GUESTS EVACUATED 
IN FRENCH HOTEL FIRE 


EVIAN, Fr ance, ce, Aug. 13 (AP) 
—The top two floors of the 
Royal Palace, one of Europe’s 
most fashionable hotels, were 
swept by fire which broke out 
on the roof after midnight. 

Firemen worked through the 
night to save the lower floors 
of the 50-year-old, 200-room 
hotel. There were no casualties. 
The hotel’s 260 guests were 
moved to other hotels. 

The hotel is on a hill above 
Evian. The fire was visible for 
more than 30 miles across Lake 
Geneva.

_ Breathless 
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Before the Assembly 


In his address to the U.N. General Assem- 
bly, President Eisenhower was on much 
stronger ground when he looked to the future 
than when he defended the past. 

Despite his strenuous effort to cover the 
Lebanon-Jordan troop landings into the U.N. 
Charter, the fact is they were and remain 
outside the Charter. They were made at a 
time when the U.N. itself was considering the 
Lebanon problem and acting on it. They 
were made on the basis of a unilateral Amer- 
ican judgment, which conflicted with the 
collective U.N. judgment, that a serious ex- 
ternal threat existed. | 

So Mr. Eisenhower was naturally handi- 
capped in trying to present the Lebanon 
affair as a U.N. action, in drawing again an 
unfortunate and false analogy to Korea, the 
Truman Doctrine and the Berlin blockade, 
in pretending that all our troubles in the 
Middie East have ‘been due to inflammatory 
radio broadcasts and external fomenting of 
civil strife,

It was when he turned to measures for the 
future stabilization of the Middle East that 
the President abandoned a weak defensive- 
ness and struck out along promising new 
paths. The program he presented was by no 
means well matured. Much of it depends 
upon future consultation, study, committee 
work. But the principles are sound, and it is 
greatly to the nation’s credit that some gen- 
eral outlines of a new policy were offered. 

The President, in the nature of things, 
could not offer a very strong program for 
the security of Lebanon or Jordan. The 
monitoring of inflammatory radio broadcasts 
would be unobjectionable, but nobody need 
pretend this would go to the heart of the 
matter. As for U.N. action to prevent pres- 
sure and infiltration, that presupposes agree- 
ment that such activities exist. 

The best thing that can be done for Leb- 
anon and Jordan immediately is to withdraw 
the American and British troops. Let us 
hope that the token withdrawal which began 
at Beirut will open the way for final liquida- 
tion of an unfortunate venture in fire-depart- 
ment diplomacy. 

As for the President's long-range program, 
apparently he is content to let the discussions 
of setting up a permanent U.N. peace force 
go over to the regular session of the Assem- 
bly opening next month. Since agreement at 
the special session is unlikely, that is wise. 
But there is no reason why action should not 
begin at once on the most heartening phase 
of his program—the proposal for a regional 
economic development agency aided by the 
world bank and the United States. 


The details of the plan remain to be spelled 
out. Whether the agency would have a direct 
connection with the United Nations Mr. Eisen- 
hower did not make clear. He did not indi- 
cate whether Soviet participation would be 
welcomed, as it should be, nor did he sug- 
gest where Israel, which shares some of the 
water resources to be developed, would fit in. 

But certainly the great hope for peaceful 
independence of the Middle East lies in some 
initiative, along the lines the President laid 
down—an international effort, mobilizing out- 
side resources alongside those of the region. 

Mr. Eisenhower appeared to throw in the 
idea of some check on the Arab-Israel arms 
race as an afterthought. He did not touch 
on the basic and underlying problem of Arab 
aspirations for military neutrality between 
East and West, He never once spoke as if 
the Soviet Union might have legitimate inter- 
ests which entitle it to participate in a 
regional settlement. 

His address: showed, in short, the short- 
comings of American Middle Eastern policy 
—its confusion, ifs failure to face facts, its 
reluctance to accept neutrals as friends. But 
the address also gave a glimpse of the 
strength that could be drawn to a new Amer- 
ican policy based upon imaginative ap- 
proaches to economic. development.

The Old Is Worth Saving 


Progress of the South Broadway Shopping 
Center’s rehabilitation plans will be followed 
with keen interest. They could become a 
major part of the rehabilitation of St. Louis 
and an example for many another community 
—especially as a departure from the all too 
common notion that neighborhoods can be 
improved only at public expense or with sub- 
stantial public contributions. 

If 70 per cent of the property owners in 
this 12-block area agree to maintain speci- 
fied standards and to accept assessments run- 
ning to not more than $50 a front foot, it will 
be converted into six super-blocks with ade- 
quate parking facilities, bits of park and 
pedestrian promenades—all this to be tied 
into the city’s 70-block Kosciusko rehabilita- 
tion project. The trustees already have signed 
a contract with the Land Clearance for Re- 
development Authority, and it is said that 
owners of 59 per cent of the footage have 
indicated their willingness to participate. 

This is an old St. Louis neighborhood. 
Some of its residents have been patronizing 
the same merchants for three generations. It 
should be possible to make this the basis of 
stability, instead of taking it as an indica- 
tion that people soon will be moving to the 
suburbs. European families live in the same 
neighborhoods and in the same houses for 
generations and even for centuries, so. why 
must Americans move three or four times 
in a lifetime? It would be more sensible and 
more economical to keep a neighborhood fit 
for pleasant living. ' 

The cities of America—with their many 
advantages — depend on neighborhood re- 
habilitation and maintenance such as that 
contemplated on South Broadway. High 
standards should be set by those undertaking 
this work. A whitewashing would not fool 
many people very long. But thorough work, 
carefully planned for beauty and safety as 
well as utility and profit, could make the 


neighborhood a delight for those who live 
and work in it—and a model to be emulated 
over and over again. , 


| Why Not Keep Adm. Rickover? 


The Nautilus, the nation’s first atomic-pow- 
ered submarine, is changing naval warfare 
and giving sea power a new significance just 
as the Monitor did in-the 1860s. And the 
man who knows the most about the atomic 
submarine and who has done the most to de- 
velop it is Rear Adm. Hyman G. Rickover. At 
58 he should be of great service to his country 
for some years in this new and highly im- 
portant naval field. Yet he is likely to be 
shelved instead of becoming a Vice Admiral. 

A group of Democratic Senators, who say 
Rickover will be forced into retirement with- 
in a year or so unless he is promoted, are de- 
manding that the Navy promote him. They 
recall that in 1953, when Rickover was per- 
fecting the Nautilus, it took the intercession 
of Congress and the Secretary of the Navy to 
get him promoted from captain and thus 
saved from retirement. Yet the only complaint 
voiced about Rickover is that he cuts red tape 
and does the unorthodox when it is essential 
to his work’ in the atomic field. There are 
those who can say that if he had followed 
orthodox procedure the Nautilus would never 
have been built. 

The Navy has apologized because Rickover 
was not invited to the White House ceremony 
where it was announced that the Nautilus had 
made the first submarine trip under the 
North Pole. The potential of the Nautilus 
has taken on greater significance since the 
polar trip. It follows that Rickover too should 
have greater recognition. Whether he gets it 
or not'it is obvious his services are needed. 

Ordinarily there is no excuse for any inter- 
ference with the work of military promotion 
boards. But Rickover’s value to the Navy and 
to his country is of a transcending impor- 
tance. If the board cannot save him from 
retirement it should be required to have a 
perfect reason for not doing so. 


Mr. Hoffa’s Broken Promises

its criminal element—fear or something else 
—there is no disputing that failure. Mr. 
Hoffa admits it, which is a far cry from the 
tune he sang last fall. When he swept to a 
first-ballot victory in his drive to head the 
1,500,000-member union he promised to make 
it a model of unionism, practicing ‘““democra- 
cy in its fullest form.” 

That was a lot of nonsense, as the Senate 
labor rackets committee has begun to develop. 
The ex-convicts and strong-arm men who 
were drawing Teamster salaries as “business 
agents” are still on the payroll. And the 
thugs who had muscled their way into elec- 
tive office—evidently not a difficult feat in 
the union as presently organized—are doing 
business as usual. 

Mr. Hoffa’s explanations are without sub- 
stance. They range from “You have to be 
careful” to “The members have a right to 
pick. the people they want to represent them.” 
And they suggest that James R. Hoffa is not 
the man to clean up the organization. 

At the moment, the best hope lies with vig- 
orous action by the court-appointed board of 
monitors.. If the board can force the Hoffa 


administration to adopt precedures essential 


to fair and democratic elections, then the 
rank-and-file will be free to get rid of Hoffa 
and the hoodlums who have given the Team- 
sters a black eye before the nation. 


‘Dear Sherm’ From ‘Allen’ 


The House Armed Services subcommittee 
which investigated Sherman Adams's part in 
the Raylaine Worsteds contract with the 
Army leaves the case in an unsatisfactory 
state. That is more Mr. Adams's fault than 
the subcommittee’s. 

The White House chief of staff was invited 
to testify but declined. This made it impos- 
sible for Chairman Hebert of Louisiana and 
his colleagues to draw firm conclusions on 
Mr. Adams’s intent in connection with a Gov- 
ernment refund of more than $40,000 to the 
defunct New Hampshire textile manufac- 


turer. The refund was on penalties assessed 


under contract for failure to deliver wool 
cloth for Army uniforms on time in World 
War Il. 

New Hampshire’s former Governor said 
that he had received seven or eight letters 
from Raylaine in 1954-1958, but that they 
were all routine and were handled just that 
way. No pressure was used and no impro- 
priety was involved. 

If these missives were routine to Sherman 
Adams, they were far from it to the senders. 
Allen S. Grew, office manager of Raylaine, 
started them out “Dear Sherm.” Nor did he 


forget that he was writing to “Sherm” at 


the White House. He went on to say: “We 
are anxiously awaiting a decision from the 
board and are certain that your interest in 
our behalf will result in an early favorable 
decision.” 

Just to show that this unpleasant matter 
of dollars and cents was not all Raylaine 
was writing about Mr. Grew added: “P.S. Re- 
gards from your friends at Sweeney Post.” 
Sweeney Post? Oh, that was an American 
Legion group, so testimony showed, that Mr. 
Adams might have visited, but in any case no 
one there actually sent “Sherm” his regards. 
Then to carry the New Hampshire cam- 
araderie out to the very end, Mr. Grew signed 
it “Allen.” 

It may not be proved that Sherman Adams 
got anything for Raylaine, but there can 
be little doubt that Raylaine went to Sherman 
Adams for one purpose and for one purpose 
alone—to get something for Raylaine. And 
in the end, Raylaine got it—$40,282 returned 
of the $49,784 in penalties. And the mellow 
friendship that pervades the sunny Granite 
State warmed cold, flinty, steel-hearted Wash- 
ington. 


Running a Big Risk 

The Eighty-fifth Congress is drawing to a 
close without taking action on one of the 
most important proposals presented to it— 
the procedure to be followed in the event 
of a serious and sustained illness of the 
President. In the five and a half years since 
Mr. Eisenhower entered the White House 
there have been three warnings that have 
temporarily at least alarmed the country. Yet 
Congress has not been willing to pass a sim- 
ple law allowing authority for executive acts 
to pass to the Vice President until such time 
as the President is able to resume the full 
discharge of his duties. In short, Congress 
is +" ggal running a risk which it should 
not take.

Regulatory Agencies Under Fire 


Problem Is Not Abuse of Power But Reluctance to Use It to Protect Public

The first federal regulatory com- 


mission was established by the In- 


terstate Commerce Act in 1887. Be- 
cause of the inability of the state 
commissions to cope with the mo- 
nopolistic prac- 
: tices of the rail- 
The Mirror road barons, ma- 
chinery was 
of adopted at the 
national level to 
handle what was 
then a serious na- 
tional problem. 
One of the most important agen- 
cies, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is empowered by statute to 
maintain reasonable and nondiscrimi- 
natory rates in interstate transpor- 
tation, establish through routes and 
joint rates, compel insurance poli- 
cies and surety bonds to “insure pay- 
ment of a potential decision against 
the carrier,” etc. The Federal Trade 
Commission is empowered to. issue 
cease and desist orders breaking up 
monopolies and unfair trade prac- 
tices in the maintenance of free com- 
petitive enterprise. 


The Federal Communications Com- 
mission, currently the subject of 
heated controversy, is charged with 
regulating interstate communication 
for the purpose of providing and en- 
couraging a “rapid, efficient, nation- 
wide . communication service.” 
Hence the FCC supervises the rates 
and services of interstate telephone 
and telegraph companies, allocates 
frequencies, authorizes radio and tel- 
evision licenses, etc. 


Public Opinion 


Need for Independence 


The other three great regulatory 
commissions which round: out the 
Big Six currently undergoing con- 
gressional investigation are the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, the Security 
and Exchange Commission, and the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. 

It is obvious that these commis- 
sions are capable of making policy 
decisions affecting entire industries. 


Because of the magnitude of these 
decisions it was the design of Con- 
gress to render the commissions free 
of political influence for the purpose 
of fostering impartiality. Agency in- 
dependence is here taken to mean 
not only freedom from political con- 
trol, but also freedom from industry 
control, which is all too readily as- 
sumed, 

Perhaps the greatest danger threat- 
ening the independence and impar- 
tiality of the regulatory commissions 
today is their tendency to acquire 
the orientation of the businesses they 
regulate. 

This thesis is borne out by the 
firm resistance of regulated indus- 
tries to government reorganization 
plans which would divest the com- 
missions of their authority by shift- 
ing their prerogatives to an executive 
department. 

For instance, the 1949 Hoover 
Task Force Report on Regulatory 
Commissions recommended to the 
Commission on Organization of the 
Executive Branch of the Government 
that the ICC be partially dismantled 
for the purpose of redelegating its 
activity to the Commerce Depart- 
ment. This recommendation was vig- 
orously oppased by the Association 
of American Railroads, which ex- 
pressed its profound satisfaction with 
ICC proceedings. 


Deference to Industry 


A recent study, “Regulating Busi- 
ness by Independent Commissions,” 
by Marver H. Bernstein, advances the 
thesis that the independent commis- 
sions, in.the absence of the emer- 
gencies. which gave them life, tend 
to solidify their relationships and be- 
come spokesmen for the status quo. 

Perhaps this tendency of the regu- 
lator,to orient himself to the regu- 
lated is inevitable under present cir- 
cumstances. In the main, the men 
selected for membership on the com- 
missions are chosen for their par- 
ticular knowledge of the problems 
affecting a given industry. Such 
an orientation, of course, need not 
inhibit one from conducting com- 
mission proceedings with impartial- 
ity, and often it does not. 

Nevertheless, a certain amount of 


deference to industry is natural 
under these circumstances. 
rate, the great defect of the com- 
mission today is not the abuse. or 
the over-exercise of power, but 
rather a reluctance to exercise the 
plenitude of its delegated power. 

But despite these criticisms and 
acknowledged deficiencies, one is in- 
clined to accept the judgment of the 
Hoover Commission that “independ- 
ent regulatory commissions have a 
proper place in the machinery of our 
government.” 

Few question the necessity today 
for a regulated economy. The exten- 
sive benefits and vast potential of an 
immense and dynamic economy must 
be directed to the common good. 


A Code of Behavior? 


To accomplish this end, impartial- 
ity in regulating the activities of pri- 
vate business is essential. It has 
been the consensus of Congress that 
the regulatory agency, independent 
of executive political control, is best 
suited to achieve this purpose. Yet 
the independent status of the com- 
mission, as illustrated, is itself no 
guarantee against corruption. 

Governmental institutions are sus- 
ceptible to maladministration if the 
administrators fail to exercise suf- 
ficient self-restraint and if the public 
fails to keep a watchful eye upon 
their activities. All the institutional 
controls available should be invoked 
to see that the commissions are dis- 
charging their duties according to 
the intent of Congress. And Con- 
gress should invoke its investigatory 
powers as often as possible. 

On the positive side, Congress 
might grant the agencies additional 
staff help and research facilities and 
pay commissioners higher salaries. 
These measures would tend to weak- 
en present relationships between 
regulator and regulated and frus- 
trate attempts at “mutual under- 
standings.” If necessary Congress 
should clarify and tighten the stand- 
ards now governing the conduct of 
the regulatory commissions. In par- 
ticular, Congress should 
rigid code of ethical behavior for all 
commissioners and tolerate no devia- 
tions from it. 


How Shall We Abbreviate Alaska? From the Chicago Tribune 


As a project for speculation, we 
suggest a proper abbreviation for 
the new state. As it is, the full name 
“Alaska” is used for all official pur- 
poses. “Ala.” has been pre-empted 
by Alabama. No present state re- 


quires the use of more than four let- 
ters in its abbreviated form. The cus- 
tomary method, in this case, would 
yield “Alas.” Obviously no one wants 
to say that he lives in Juneau, Alas.! 
Many states use the first and last 


letters of their name, a process which 
would give “Aa.” While this sounds 
more cheerful than “Alas.,” it still 
seems to lack the necessary dignity. 
We have no further ideas, but the 
matter does bear looking into. 


Between Book Ends Culture Clash, American Politics and Tips for Hunters 


THE BLANKET, by A. A. Murray. 
(Vanguard Press, 192 pgs., $3.50.) 


“Culture clash,” a phrase refer- 
ring to what happens when people 
of one culture come into contact with 
an alien culture, is an increasingly 
popular theme for serious writers. 

| As a subject for 
illumination. by a 
novelist’s imagina- 
tion and insight it 
has much to rec- 
ommend it. “Cul- 
ture clash” is go- 
ing on all around 
us at an increas- 
ingly rapid tempo. 

Miss Murray's 
novel tackles the 
relationship be- 
tween a_ central 
African village and British law. The 
book’s jacket says the author has 
spent more than 20 years in Basuto- 
land, implying both a considerable 
knowledge of Africa and the outsider. 

The novel itself reflects both 
knowledge of—and sensitive empathy 
with—the Africans and a thoroughly 
non-African view of the process of 
African “detribalization.” The result 
is a fine, readable, brief book in

which the people—largely African— 
are real, as are the situations, up to 
a point. 

That point is where the author 
would have us believe that the 
African chief character accepts Brit- 
ish justice as wholly reasonable and 
conforms his life to it.

Lacking in Courage. 


Among the discontented crit- 
ics of the Eisenhower-Dulles 
conduct of foreign policy, there 
are two principal schools of 
thought. The one holds that we 
could and should be powerful 
enough to contain, and some 
would say to reverse, the rev- 
olutionary movements which 
haye their cemters in Moscow, 
Peiping, and Cairo. 

he complaint of these crit- 
ics against the Administration 
is that it has starved our mili- 
tary establishment, and that it 
lacks the courage and resolu- 
tion to intervene forcibly when, 
as for example in Iraq, a for- 
mer ally of the West is sub- 
merged by the revolutionary 
tide. 

The other school holds that 
our foreign policy in the post- 
war era, though often con- 
structive as in the Marshall 
Plan and NATO, has been in 
many ways vitiated by a very 
unsound estimate of the power 
available to the United States 
and of the forces at work in 
the contemporary world. 

Those of us who take this 
view believe that, while the 
United States must work to 
keep @ven in the race of arma- 
ments, it can never be power- 
ful enough to contain, or to 
push back, by military force 
the enormous revolutionary 
movement of the post-war era. 


An American Absurdity. 


We believe, moreover, that 
the attempt to contain the 
revolutions by military force 
has led us to make a series of 
commitments which cannot be 
fulfilled without inordinate and 
incalculable risk. 

Our commitment about the 
off-shore islands, Quemoy and 
Matsu, on the China coast is, 
so we have been told, delib- 
erately uncertain. But that does 
not improve it very much. An 
American defense of these is-

lands is a strategic absurdity, 
and it does not enhance our 
prestige in the world to say 


| that we may, though we may 


not, go to war about these is- 
lands. 

_ Another such commitment 
was the promise to President 
Chamoun of Lebanon that we 
would land marines if he asked 
for them. 

There are those who think 
that the United States has be- 
come overextended, that it has 
promised to do more things 
than it can do, and that the 


om | way out of our difficulties is 


to reduce our military commit- 
ments in the Far East and in 
the Middle East, and to seek 
accommodations with the revo- 
lutionary movements. 


Not as We Were in 1945. 


This is, like deciding to 
diet or to live not on credit 
but on income, a painful thing 
to do. It is our equivalent in 
fact of what Britain and France 
have been going through in 
accommodating themselves to 
the fact that they are no longer 
the great powers in the world 
that they were in the nine- 
teenth century. 
| We are no longer so great 
a power in the world as we 
seemed to be in 1945 when 
Russia had been devastated by 
the war, China was in the 
throes of a civil war, the Mid- 
dle East had not yet risen in 
revolt, whereas we wére intact, 
wealthy, and invincible. 

The period of American su- 
premacy was, as we can now 
see, a passing phase in human 
affairs, and our failure to learn 
to live with this great fact of 
life, the persistence of the illu- 
sion among us of our own su- 
premacy, is almost certainly 
the root of our miscalculations 
in foreign policy. 


Dulles’s Dangerous Gamble. 


It is the reason why Mr. 
Dulles has gone around the 
world promising every nation 
that would accept the vromise 
an American military guaran- 
In this, Mr. Dulles has 
shown himself to be not a pru- 
dent and calculating diplomat 
but a gambler who is ,nore lav- 
ish than any other Secretary 
of State has ever dreamed of 
being with promissory notes 
engaging the blood, the treas- 
ure, and the honor of this 
country. 

The President who indorses 
all these promissory notes is 
the man who, when they threat- 
en to be cashed in, shrinks 
from the consequences and 
pulls back the country and Mr. 
Dulles from the brink. 

It all adds up to the kind of 
policy which Theodore Roose- 
velt used to denounce as “forc- 
ible-feeble.” It is forcible in 
its promises and it is feeble in 
its deeds. That will not for long 
satisfy a nation which respects 
itself and means to be respect- 
ed abroad.

AUGUSTUS STANLEY DIES: 
KENTUCKY EX-CONGRESSMAN 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 
(AP)—Augustus Owsley Stan- 
ley, former Kentucky Gover- 
nor, United States Senator and 
United States Representative, 
died last night. He was 91 
years old. 

Mr. Stanley, a Democrat, had 
been in retirement since 1954, 
when he resigned, under pres- 
sure from the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, as chairman of 
the United States section of 
the International Joint Com- 
mission. 

Anti-trust activity was his 


specialty in his 12 years as a 
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Representative. He was a prin- 
cipal draftsman of the Clayton 
Anti-trust Act. He led a con- 
gressional investigation 
of United States Steel and the 
American Tobacco Co. 

Mr. Stanley entered private 
law practice here in 1924, 
eaming up with Joseph Tumul- 
ty Sr., former private secretary 
to President Woodrow Wilson. 
He quit the law for good in 
1930 when President Herbert 
Hoover named him to the In- 
ernational Joint Commission, 
a group which handles United 
States-Canadian water bound- 
ary matters. 


DR. GEORGE B. PEGRAM DIES, 
SCIENTIST AND TEACHER 


SWARTHMORE, Pa., Aug. 13 
(AP) — Dr. George Braxton 
Pegram. Columbia University 
physicist who first called the 
Government's attention to the 
military possibilities of atomic 
energy, died yesterday. He was 
81 years old. 

Dr. Pegram combined an out- 
standing career as a scientist 
and teacher with one as an 
academic administrator. He 
rose to be dean of Columbia’s 
graduate faculties in 1936 and 
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in March 1949 became vice 
president of the university. He 
retired in July, 1950. 

In 1939, Dr. Pegram wrote 
the Navy Department about re- 
cent experiments in atomic fis- 
sion at Columbia and asked 
that the Navy get in touch with 
the late Dr. Enrico Fermi, one 
of the key men in the field. 
Dr. Pegram’s note was fol- 
lowed, later in 1939, by a letter 
from Albert Einstein to Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
outlining atomic possibilities. 
Roosevelt quickly appointed an 
advisory committee on uranium 
to keep him informed of de- 
velopments. Dr. Pegram was 
named chairman.

Major floods in late July on 
the Missouri, Gasconade, 
Grand, Chariton, Meramec, 
Osage, Platte, Blackwater and 
Lamine rivers in north Mis- 
souri have blighted quail pros- 


pects in that area for this sea- 
son. Fifteen counties were 
affected. The floods came at 
the peak of the hatching sea- 
son and most of the young 
broods in the river bottoms 
and surrounding areas were 
wiped out. 

This does not mean that the 
birds will not nest and bring 
forth new broods, but most of 
the hatch will be undersized 
and immature when the shoot- 
ing season opens in early No- 
vember. It usually takes 15 
days for the hen to lay a full 
clutch of eggs, and the incu- 
bation period is 21 or 22 days. 
If nesting conditions were fa- 
vorable shortly after the flood 
waters receded, some 40 to 50 
days would elapse before the 
new broods were hatched. The 
young birds would be about 
seven weeks of age when they 
become legal game. They 
would be slightly more than 
half-grown. 

Minor floods and rains also 
hit the Ozark regions during 
the heaviest hatching period 
and many of the young birds 
were destroyed. Young quail 
are very similar to baby chick- 
ens in their chances of sur- 
vival. If the flightless birds 


‘are drenched with heavy rains, 


the mortality rate is high. 
They become chilled and soon 
sicKen and die. The birds that 
were hatched earlier in the 
season and were capable of 
short flights are likely to sur- 
vive regardless of weather con- 
ditions. 

Best Carry-over in Years. 

The carry-over of adult quail 
this year was the best in the 
last six years. More quail are 
usually found in the rich river 
bottoms and in the fringe areas 
than are found on the poor,

Biologists often refer to 
quail as “fringe” birds. The 
quail prefer localities contain- 
ing small areas of cultivated 


, cropland and grassland separat- 
' ed by timber and brushy re- 
: gions. The average covey, if 


not forced out by fire, flood or 
for some other reason, spends 
most of its time in an area of 
about 20 acres. A good farm 
pond often will attract a covey, 
especially if food is nearby. 
Patches of cane, atlas sargo, 
cowpeas and Korean lespedeza, 
if left unharvested, will entice 
many coveys. Nests are almost 
always located along the edge 
of fields near some form of 
escape cover. Drainage ditch 
banks that are not burned or 
otherwise molested are ideal 
nesting sites. 

At Hernando, Miss., where 
the national amateur field 
trials are held, there is an ideal 
condition for the nesting and 
rearing of quail. This writer 
has seen as many as 60 coveys 
flushed during a single day of 
the trials. 

‘Loosely’ Cultivated Land. 

It is not an artificial condi- 
tion of pampered, petted birds 
that is found on some areas 
where major field trials are 
held. The farms over which the 
courses are laid out are “loose- 
ly” cultivated. There are no 
clean rows of grain and the 
farms are a checkerboard of 
patchwork. Year-around run- 
ning streams furnish water. 
There are woods patches but 
there is no dense growth of 
timber. There are gullies and 
eroded places which have been 
healed by grasses and legumes 
that are not cut. The crops are 
never cleanly harvested and 
there are escape areas of 
honeysuckle and briars. There 
are but few hogs and no large 
herds of cattle on the selected 
field trial areas. 

‘There are no major streams 
to produce flood conditions 
such as happened in late July 
in north Missouri. Some por- 
tions of Oregon and Ripley 
counties in Missouri are com- 
parable in terrain and farming 
practices to the field trial area 
of Tennessee. 

As Jack Stanford, quail bi- 
ologist for the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission, once ex- 
pressed it, “It is difficult to 
forecast what the quail popula- 
tion will amount to until early 
October.” If there are heavy 
rains and additional floods the 
next few months, the repeated 
nestings of the persevering 
bobwhites will be of no avail. 
Later broods again will be 
drowned out, nests will be 
flooded, and what might have 
been an excellent season ] 
be one of disappointment. But 
bobwhite has survived every 
misfortune in the past. He has 
been counted out on many an 
occasion but he never ceases 
to amaze and confound those 
who thought his days were 
numbered. Don’t sell your bird 
dog—bobwhite is a tenacious 
fighter and his ability to 
bounce back is almost unbe- 
lievable.

Offsetting this, however, is 
the state hunting charge of $2 
compared to the private club 
fee of $10 to $15. If lawmakers 
approve, the state charge will 
go to $5. 

Goose hunting will start a 
few days earlier this vear. 

Goose shooting runs for 50 
days, instead of the 70 allowed 
for waterfowl hunting in gen- 
eral. 

However, the start Nov. 8 or 
thereabouts last year resulted 
in a season that ended Dec. 27. 
Because of the Christmas holi- 
day, the last few days were 
used by only a few hunters. 

This year the start is being 
moved up to Nov. 5 or there- 
abouts.

FREEHOLDERS 
MERGER PLAN 


The Metropolitan Board of 
Freeholders had under study 
today a tentative plan outlin- 
ing how St. Louis and St. 
Louis county could be merged 
into a metropolitan district 


with 18 boroughs. 


The plan was presented to 
the board yesterday at its meet- 
ing at the Municipal Courts 
building by Bryan Purteet, at- 
torney and one of the 19 free- 
holders studying intergovern- 


:| mental relations between the 
*| city and county. 


Purteet stated in the pre- 
face of the plan that it did 
not represent the final views 
of any member of the board, 
including himself, on what ad- 
justments should be made in 
the relations of the city and 
county governments. He said 
last week he had prepared the 
119-page document “to get 
something on paper, a starting 
line, to stimulate our think- 
ing.” 


The freeholders withheld 
comment pending further 
study. Chairman Charles F. 
Vatterott Jr. assigned various 
sections of it to four subcom- 
mittees for detailed examina- 
tion and recommendations. 

Area-Wide Powers. 


The proposed metropolitan 
district would have many area- 
wide powers, to be brought 
into force whenever the dis- 
trict’s board of 18 commission- 
ers voted the necessary en- 
abling ordinances. Existing 
municipalities would continue 
to administer purely local gov- 


-|ernmental functions. 


The metropolitan district en- 
visioned by Purteet would be 
able to invoke home rule for 


-| police protection, and in fix- 


ing fares and regulations of 
streetcars and busses. It could 
own and operate mass transit 
systems, and would include a 
traffic engineering department 
to plan and maintain streets 
throughout the area. 

One commissioner would be 
chosen in a non-partisan elec- 
tion in each of the 18 boroughs. 
Nomination would be by peti- 
| tion with 1000 signatures with- 
| in the borough. The commis- 
| sioners in turn would elect 


their chairman, who would be 4ré in good eondition.

| Other Methods. 

| Establishment of a metropol- 
itan district is one of four 
methods prescribed in the Mis- 
souri Constitution for adjust- 
ing the city and county’s inter- 
governmental relations.

ISRAEL ON GUARD 
AS U.N. DEBATES 


MIDEAST ACTION 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Aug. 13 (AP)—Israel is taking 
the position of a watchful ob- 
server at the outset of today’s 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly session on the Middle East. 

But Israel has made plain 
to the Western powers and

Israel’s delegation to the As- 
sembly is headed by Ambas- 
sador Abba Eban. He is being 
assisted by Arthur Lourie, the 
Israeli ambassador to Canada, 
and Moshe Tov, adviser on 
Latin-American affairs at the 
Foreign Ministry in Tel Aviv. 

Authoritative sources said 
this was Israel's position: 

Israel has served notice on 
the Western powers that if 
Jordan seems about ready to 
fall into the hands of President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser’s United 
Arab Republic, defense consid. 
erations will dictate Israel's 
course of action. 

Uppermost in Israel's mind 
is what happened in Gaza. The 
Israelis feel they surrendered 
Gaza to U.N. control, only to 
be confronted later by Nasser’s 
forces in that area. They do 
not intend to see the same 
thing happen in Jordan. 

The inference is that the 
Israelis will occupy all of Jor- 
dan west of the Jordan river 
and the Dead sea, including 
the old City of Jerusalem. 

Eban intends to speak in 
the Assembly when it gets 
down to brass tacks on specific 
proposals. 

He will stress Israel’s con- 
tention that any State threat- 
ened by another has the right 
to invite help from a friendly 
power. 

He will also stress that any 
guarantees given to Arab states 
in the Middle East should be 
applicable to non-Arab states 
as well.

In preaching the 
American doctrine they have 
set up model towns with 
schools and hospitals, hired na- 
tives at good pay and helped 
raise the standard of living of 
many other lands. This goes 
for Western Europe, too, where 
they have put millions of dol- 
lars into refineries and de- 
velopment of the distribution 
of Middle East oil where it is 
most needed. 

BIG AMERICAN AUTOMO- 
bile companies have opened 
plants abroad.

200 targets would be 2000. A 
minimum figure to continue 
the conflict if it were not set- 
tled then would be 2000 more. 

Such computations of re- 
quirements should include the 
intermediate range ballistic 
missiles launched from outside 
the United States and the sub- 
marine-launched Polaris fleet 
ballistic missile. 

As far as can be determined 
at the present time without ac- 
cess to classified information, 
the United States is planning 
three Jupiter and nine Thor in- 
termediate missile squadrons.

Polaris Not Yet Built. 


Nine Polaris submarines have 
been appropriated for.

NOT END RACE, 
GENETICISTS SAY 


BURLINGTON, Vt., Aug. 13 
(UPI)—Six prominent genet- 
icists said today that man prob- 
ably cannot wipe himself out 
with nuclear war. All he cen 
do is set his race back 1000 
years. 

The geneticists, from five 
different countries, are attend- 
ing the first international ra- 
diation research congress at 
the University of Vermont. 

Dr. H. J. Muller of Indiana 
University, who long ago dis- 
covered that radiation causes 
deleterious changes in the pro- 
ductive germ cells, led a dis- 
cussion, by his colleagues. 

Some scientists have pre- 
dicted that all-out nuclear war

What Would Happen. 


What the geneticists fore- 
cast, if all-out nuclear war oc- 
curs, is roughly this: 

Millions killed by blast. 
Millions killed by heat. Mil- 
lions killed ft radiation. 
More millions maged so 
that they could not repro- 
duce. Others millions genet- 
ically damaged but able to 
produce defective children. 


Some years after the war, 
with food and shelter at a 
premium, men would fight 
like beasts for the necessi- 
ties of life. Only the fittest 
would survive over the long 
haul. 

Even these “fittest” would 
not be very fit by prewar 
standards. Their genes, or sa Seas aft Ae 
reproductive celis, would et sae 3 Re: ; 
have been changed long since ae pa 
for the worse. 

Over the ensuing years, if 
no more genetic disasters oc- 
cured, the race gradually would 
kill off its inferior hereditary 
qualities and, perhaps in 10 
centuries, arrive back at the 
state of reproductive health 
where it is now. 

Radiation Protection. 

A Yugoslav physiologist pro- 
posed refrigeration as a pro- 
tection for space _ travelers 
against cosmic radiation. 

The scientist, Prof. Jevto M. 
Radulovic, said research has 
shown that hypothermy — the 
cooling of living things to tem- 
peratures far below normal— 
provides protection against 
many of the hazards of space 
flight. 

These hazards include the 
regions of intense radiation 
now known to exist between 
the earth and the far reaches 
of space. 

Radulovic gave his ideas in 
a paper. 

“We may presume with cer- 
tainty,” his paper said, “that 
in this era of interplanetary 
flights, hypothermy will play a 
protective role against harmful 
cosmic radiation.” 

Anti-Radiation Pills. 

Other scientists reported that: 

A synthetic substance called 
Aet can double the amount 
of radiation a person can re- 
ceive without dying. Aet pills 
the size of three aspirin tab- 
lets and costing only a cent 
and a half can provide max- 
imum protection for a me- 
dium-sized person for about 
an hour. 

Reduction of oxygen can 
reduce a person’s sensitivity 
to radiation damage. This 
may be accomplished by ad- 
ministration of oxygen con- - 
suming drugs, and by lower- H 
ing a person’s intake of 
oxygen by means of alcohol, i 
opium derivatives, or drug- 
induced hibernation. 

Scientists say it is an exag- 
geration to simplify all this into 
a statement that a drunken 
bear under the influence of 
narcotics while hibernating 
would be more likely than any 
other mammal to survive all- 
out nuclear war. 

Nevertheless, laboratory re- 
search shows all of these re- 
duce the risk of radiation dam- 
age. A person or animal whose 
temperature has been sharply 
lowered takes in and uses oxy- 
gen at a correspondingly lower 
rate. 


DEFENSE LOAN GUARANTEES 
BENEFICIAL, ROGERS SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 
(AP) — Attorney General Wil- 

liam P. Rogers told Congress 

yesterday the Government’s 
program for guaranteeing pri- 
vate loans needed by defense 
contractors has promoted com- 
petiting in the defense produc- 
tion field. The program was re- 
vived in 1950 because of the 
Korean war. 

The Rogers report, required 
periodically under the Defense 
Production Act; said the guar- 
antees “have yielded materiai 
benefits to the three parties in- 
volved — the lenders, the bor- 
rowers and the Government.” 

Rogers said the program en- 
abled many small business 
firms to bid for defense con- 
tracts. He said the program was

SENATE DEBATES 
EDUCATION AID 
OKS 3TAXBILS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP) 
~The Senate made a new at- 
tack on its legislative backlog 
today and took up a $1,500,- 


000,000 bill to spur United |- 


States education in this mis- 
sile-atomic age. 

The Senate worked 13 hours 
Monday and 12 hours yester- 
day. Majority Leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson (Dem.), Texas, 
called it back two hours early 
today to work on the aid-to- 
education bill which would pro- 
vide college scholarships and 
student loans as well as meas- 
ures to raise the level of 
teaching. 

Johnson said he hoped the 
measure could be passed by to- 
night. Senator Lester Hill 
(Dem.), Alabama, floor man- 
ager for the measure, said he 
would try to fight off any Re- 
publican efforts to cut down 
the aid features. 

The Senate passed three ma- 
jor tax bills yesterday in a 
burst of speed which somewhat 
brightened hopes for an early 
adjournment. . 

Won't Set Target Date. 

Democratic leaders still were 
not setting a target date to 
quit. The Senate’s Republican 
leader, William F. Knowland of 
California, told reporters after 
a White House conference he 
thought Congress might be able 
to quit by next Wednesday but 
added “it might be a day or 
two either way.” 

Johnson refused even to hint 
when he thought Congress 
could quit. “We'll stay here 
until the job is done,” he said. 

To pass “a good social se- 
curity bill” despite threats of 
a veto. 

“We are not going to be| 
deterred by this veto stuff,”’ 
he told reporters.

All three of the tax bills 
went to conference with the 
House, which had passed them 
previously in different form. | 
Two of them were wrapped into 
one package in a move that 
should expedite consideration. 

First the Senate passed a 
bulky excise tax revision bill. 
Then, in a late night session, 
it finished work on an equally 
complex technical tax revision 
bill and added to it a hitherto 
separate measure designed to 
give tax relief to small busi- 
ness. 


Education Measure. 

The Senate version of the 
education bill is considerably 
broader than the $910,000,000 
companion measure passed last 
week by the House. All schol- 
arships were knocked out of 
the House bill and funds for 
them transferred to a loan pro- 
gram. 

The Senate measure carries 
$280,000,000 for four-year col- 
lege scholarships of up to $1000 
a year each. About 23,000 
competitive scholarships would 
be awarded for each of the 
next four years. President 
Eisenhower has urged a schol- 
arship program. 

The Senate bill also includes 
$315,000,000 in student loan 
funds and $280,000,000 for 
grants to the states to buy 
laboratory equipment for grade 
schools and high schools. Addi- 
tional millions are earmarked 
for institutes and training cen- 
ters to improve instruction in 
science, mathematics and for- 
eign languages as well as to 
better the teaching of general 
subjects. 

The excise tax revision bill, 
passed yesterday, would cost 
about $39,000,000 a year in 
revenue. One section, sought 
by the motion picture indus- 
try, would ease the 10 per cent 
admissions tax to exempt all 
amounts of a ticket less than 
$1. At present, tickets costing | 
90 cents or less are exempt. If 
the price is higher than that, | 
the tax must be paid on the | 
full amount. This provision is | 
not in the House Dill. | 

The Senate bill retains 4 
House section extending from | 
eight to 20 years the bonding 
period in which distilleries 
may hold whisky without pay- 
ing the $10.50-a-gallon tax. 
This applies to existing stocks 
as well as future production. 

One of the final major de- 
cisions was to reject 51 to 39, 
a move by Senators George W. 
Malone (Rep.), Nevada, and 
Alan Bible (Dem.), Nevada, to 
cut the 20 per cent cabaret tax 
to 10 per cent. 

Closing of Loopholes. 

The technical tax revision 
bill would close some loop-| 
holes in present law, but it 
also contains benefits for vari- 
ous groups. 

The Senate version would 
give couples living on pensions 
an additional tax cut of up to 
$240 a year. .This is not in the 
House bill. |

Later Changes Possible. 

After that, however, the 
draft will yet have to go to the 
Council of State, France's 
highest court for juridical and 
constitutional questions, and it 
is possible that further changes 
might be made by the govern- 
ment after De Gaulle’s return, 

Moderate African leaders so 
far have expressed satisfaction 
with the proposed new consti- 
tution, which gives them a 
choice among three solutions: 
Integration, federation of “se- 
cession” at their “own risk and 
peril.” 

Representatives of more radi- 
eal African opinion, however, 
have shown resentment. that 
the draft constitution rules out 
the possibility of a loosely knit 
confederation. 

De Gaulle in effect has of- 
fered overseas territories a 
choice between association with 
France mainly through federa- 
tion and independence, which 
De Gaulle has called “seces- 
sion.” Territories would be 
considered to have chosen the 
latter course by rejecting the 
constitution in the referendum. 
The offer has been phrased as 
a warning, it being strongly im- 
plied that those who thus chose 
to cut their ties with France 
could expect no further eco- 
nomic aid. 

Split Over Choice. 


The more extreme African 


political elements are split over | ; 


the alternative thus offered 
them, for although they wished 
independence, most of them ap- 
pear to favor continned asso- 
ciation with France for eco- 
nomic reasons. Defiance was 
expressed yesterday by Djibo 
Bakary, premier of the local 
government of Nigeria and 
secretary general of the Party 
of African Regrouping, which 
recently called for indepen- 
dence and confederation with 
France. 

Bakary, one of the prime 
movers behind the indepen- 
dence move, declared: “We are 
not afraid of the economic con- 
sequences of secession. What 
is important,” he said, is that 
Gen. De Gaulle “for the first 
time, at least theoretically, 
concedes that we may, through 
a negative vote, gain our inde- 
pendence.” 


Army Role in Algeria. 


As for Algeria, meanwhile, 
the army’s role in the cam- 
paign for the Sept. 28 referen- 
dum was reflected in the set 
of instructions that were sent, 
according to the newspaper 
Le Monde, to unit commanders 
of the Twentieth Diviison south 
of Algiers.- This is the division 
commanded by Gen. Jacques 
Massu.

Imaginary Heart Trouble

SUPPOSE you have been 
told you have a “nervous 
nd you don’t believe 


| “"$t! You are sure the doctor is 


keeping something from you— 


or just hasn’t been able to dis- - 


cover the real cause of your 
trouble. What next? I'll try to 
tell you. But first, here is a 
letter from a reader who finds 
himself in a similar spot: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am 
38 years old. About four 
months ago I had an attack of 
heart palpitation. (The doctor 
called ‘it tachycardia.) I have 
since been to two other doc- 
tors and have had at least five 
electrocardiograms. All the 
doctors have said: “Your 
symptoms are due to nervous- 
ness.” 

But it’s hard to believe. I'm 
aware of my heart beat every 
day. My mind isn’t much at 
ease because I don’t under- 
stand my condition. Can you 
tell me anything about a ner- 
vous heart?—Mrs, R. B 

COMMENT: Over the years 
every three out of four pa- 
tients who came to me think- 
ing that they had heart disease 
had “nervous hearts.” I call 
this condition IMAGINARY 
HEART TROUBLE as distin- 
guished from HEART DIS- 
EASE. My estimate is that 
there are 10 or 15 million peo- 
ple in the United States who 
are the victims of imaginary 
heart trouble. And I say vic- 
tims advisedly. In most in- 
stances they seem to suffer 
more than actual heart pat- 
ients. Why? Because we doc- 
tors have a hard time convinc- 
ing them that their hearts are 
normal. 


I recall a good friend of 
mine—an outstanding physi- 
cian in another specialty—

whom I could count on see- 
ing two or three times «a 
year.

Some, because of fa- 
tigue. There are many causa- 
tive symptoms, yet they are 
not related to the heart.

My advice, Mrs. R. B. is this: 


Believe your doctor. You will 
note I do not say “doctors.” 
In your case, pick one good 
man and believe him. Be thank- 
ful he has told you that your 
heart’s all right. These days the 
doctors tell the truth to their 
heart patients. He is not hid- 
ing the real diagnosis from 


you. 

I think the most important 
part of treatment of a condi- 
tion like yours ig having com- 
plete confidence in what your 
doctor tells you. A few seda- 
tives may help to calm your 
apprehension. But faith and 
belief are more important.

The WMS and S 
was a steel truss that wrapped around the whole engine. 
It hooked onto the car frame. 


The engine and car frame had a very loose 
connection and tended to chatter. When you bound 
them with the WMS and S, they could chatter 
together. 


For $2 you could mount an N-L Oil Gauge—a princely 
piece of luxury since there was nothing on the panel in 
front of the driver. 

We drove by ear. What acute hearing we developed. 
Listening for knocks and little vibrations that told us what 
was going on under the hood. 

The Ford engine was oiled by what was called “splash 
feed.” As the crankshaft revolved, the connecting rods 
dipped into the pool of oil that sloshed in the crankcase. 
And they “splashed” the oil upward. 

When you were going uphill, this loose oil lay back in 
the rear of the crankcase. This deprived the front bearing 
of its splash of oil.

EACH MORNING I walked 
into the hospital compound at 
Nam Tha with the feeling that 
I was travelling backward in 
time to a disease-ridden world 
that had ceased to exist long 
before I was born. 

Ironically, I was always re- 
minded of what the profs had 
told us in medical school: “We 
can now look upon leprosy, 
gentleman, as a disease belong- 
ing to the Biblical era. , 
These yaws, dysentaries, and 
worm ‘infestations you will 
probably never encounter in 
civilian practice. ... We may 
say that the terrors of diph- 
theria, typhoid, smallpox van- 
ished with the advent of med- 
ern vaccine therapy... .” 

Ah, yes! But here they are 
—with others even more ter- 
rible—crowded into my own 
“waiting room”—the common- 
place problems of any average 
day. True, this is Asia in the 
twentieth century. But not the 
twentieth century that western 
man knows. 

Sick-call in Nam Tha was 
much more difficult than in 
Vang Vieng. Our patients were 
more numerous. The diseases 
were more varied, more se- 
vere. Ignorance and supersti- 
tion were more prevalent. 
Traumatic injuries, often neg- 
lected or mistreated, made sur- 
gery an around the clock 
nightmare. Usually the symp- 
toms were of the kind which 
are apparent to the naked eye. 

We were often dealing with 
critical health problems born 
of colossal ignorance. These 
people have become so inured 
to disease, which is simply a 
part of their existence, that 
they speak of kia tamada, 
“normal fever.” Malaria, for 
example, is a normal fever. 

The have lived on the edge 
of starvation for so long (de- 
spite the availability of natural 
nourishment) that their bodies 
have lost the capacity to store 
vitamins, fats, proteins. Only 
a few days illness can throw 
the system into negative bal- 
ance. 

We pumped them full of 
vitamins, and passed out huge 
quantities of that heaven-sent 
MPF provided by Meals for 
Milliéns. I was often tempted 
to start hygiene classes, such 
as we held so successfully in 
Vang Vieng. But in Nam Tha 
there wasn’t time. Sometimes 
it seemed that every other case 
1 saw at sick-call required 
some kind of surgery, and my 
schedule grew top-heavy. 

So we did the best we could. 

One morning early in March 
a small plane swooped low 
over our compound and then 
headed for the landing strip. 
We knew it had come to take 
Denny Shepard on the first leg 
of his long journey home, back 
to the States and his long- 
suffering little bride. 

Pete Kessey was now the 
only one left of the original 
three, and his time was run- 
ning out fast. Our interpreter, 


Dampness 


ONE of the reasons why our 
forefathers moved out of caves 
was that during warm humid 
weather the average cave be- 
comes a pretty damp, musty 
and moldy place to hang your 
hat. As a matter of fact, even 
today a lot of homes get that 
way in large portions of the 
country. 

Too much dampness in a 
house can be costly as well as 
uncomfortable. You may find 
articles damaged by mildew 
and there is always a good 
ehance of decay attacking wood- 
work. Many homes become 
damp in summer because there 
is .just too much planting 
around them. Trees and shrubs 
are fine, but if your home is 
surrounded. by a dense growth, 
it’s not going to get much sun- 
light and moisture given off 
by all those plants is. bound 
to raise the water content of 
the air around the house. 

The best remedy is to take 
an ax or a pair of shears and 
do a little trimming—fix things 
up so that each part of the 
house gets a few hours of sun- 
light and that there is room 
for good ventilation between 
the house and the planting. 

In many sections of the coun-

Chai, fortunately, had develop- 
ed into a dependable assistant. 
Thanks to Denny's tutelage he 
was now almost as good as 
any trained hospital corpsman. 
Newcomers John deVitry and 
Bob Waters were catching on 
fast, and made good “circulat- 
ing nurses” in the operating 
room, We had seven Lao 
nurses in training, four men 
and three girls. They were 
now familiar with my require- 
ments. But I always had to 
watch myself in dealing with 
them, particularly when we 
were working under stress. 


“Face” is a sensitive 
thing in the East, It means 
more than pride, personal 
dignity, or self-respect. With 
my taut nerves and terrible 
Irish temper, I was included 
to say things that would not 
only offend but cause the 
Lao to “lose face.” And now 
I needed all the help I 
could get. 


Surgery had become my 
heaviest burden. Scarcely a 
day passed without its quota 
of emergencies — a man who 
had been mauled by a bear; 
a kid whose hand had been 
blown off while playing with 
a live cartridge left over from 
the war; a worker who had 
virtually chopped a foot off 
while cutting bamboo in the 
jungle. But the cases that 
really taxed my skill as a 
young and inexperienced sur- 
geon simply turned up in the 
line at sick-call. Some I would 
have to send away as hopeless. 
More often, and against my 
better judgment, I would say 
to Chai or Bob, “Put it down 
for surgery—first date open.” 

On the day Denny left, for 
example, a dignified Thai Dam 
tribesman A 0 escorting his 
young daughter, a lovely girl 
with exquisite features, dark 
eyes; and perfectly groomed 
black hair in a chignon worn 
at the nape of the neck (in- 
dicating, according to Thai 
Dam custom, that she had not 
yet found her man), With an 
apprehensive look in his eye, 
the father explained that for 
years her feet and legs had 
been covered with sores that 
never healed. He lifted the 
ankle-length skirt, and on the 
legs were raised bronze pla- 
vues of tissue. When I saw the 
huge, bloated, ulcerous legs 
my heart sank. 

There were no knee or ankle 
reflexes. I took a scalpel and 
jabbed it into the foot, the 
ankle, then deep into the calf 
of the leg. She never winched. 
I needed no laboratory test to 
confirm the diagnosis. It was 
leprosy. We got at least a 
half-dozen new cases every 
month, There was little I could 
do for this lovely girl. 

Then a man appeared with 
a wife who had an enormous 
purple tumor, about the size 
of a tangerine, hanging from 
her lower lip. The husband 
begged me to remove the hor- 
rible thing. They were both 
unmoved when I explained 
that the operation was difficult 
and dangerous. Actually, I had 
never performed such an op- 
eration, and had only a vague 
recollection of the procedure 
described in the textbooks. 
But the growth was already 
corrupt, and infection on the 
face is extremely dangerous. 
I decided to take a chance. 

After several days on anti-

try you'll run into long spells 
of damp and humid weather 
where no amount of trimming 
of plants is going to do much 
good.

biotics to clear up the .infec-

the boys wanted a day off to 
go tigerhunting. 


Another extremely danger- 
ous animal is the wild boar. 
When the animal sees a per- 
son, instead of running away 
he will always lunge at the 
individual. To hunt them the 
Lao find a narrow clear strip 
like a trail or a path. Then 
villagers form a line and, al- 
most shoulder to shoulder, 
walk through the jungle beat- 
ing their drums and yelling. 
The boar runs ahead, finally 
crossing the cleared path. 
There, up in a tree, the hunt- 
er sits with an old musket or 
flintlock. 


One man had not yet climb- 
ed up the tree when a boar 
lumbered out of the jungle in- 
to the clearing. As soon as he 
saw the ‘man, he attacked. The 
boar is the size of a very large 
hog and has two vicious cirl- 
ed teeth, sometimes eight 
inches in length. The animal 
immediately downed the na- 
tive and turned and sunk his 
teeth into the flesh of the 
man’s thigh. The leg was im- 
paled on the curled fangs and 
as the boar shook his head he 
threw the man about, ripping 
the flesh off of the leg. Final- 
ly the screaming man tore

loose. The boar kept slashing 
with his teeth until he was fi- 
nally driven away by the other 
villagers, They sent a runner 
to us immediately and told us 
he was being carried to Nam 
Tha. Finally he arrived, a 
mangled man who was almost 
exsanguinated by this time. 

Months later he returned to 
visit us and was walking with 
only a slight limp. His right 
hand had healed all right, but 
it was completely useless, a 
limp appendage hooked to a 
forearm. 


Such is life for the people 
of the jungle. I personally 
lived to a certain extent in a 
state of fear all the time I was 
in Laos. Fear of isolation, fear 
of the great and ominous rain 
forest. I believe that only a 
stupid man is bold in the jun- 
gle. The snakes, leeches, blood- 
suckers, tigers, wild boar, bats, 
mosquitoes malignant with 
malaria—the presence of these 
quickly abolishes any primi- 
tive thrill of adventure and 
replaces it with an alarming 
dread.

A Hunting Family 


NEW i Aug. 13. 

I LEFT New York early last Wednesday for Denver, 
where my son and daughter-in-law met me with their 
plane. Western Colorado has had a drouth since May, but 
all was green in the White river valley as we flew to the 
ranch, getting there by 4 p.m. 

I was taken to see some new land my children had 
bought for pasture high up in the mountains. We used a 
jeep, as nothing else would go over what they call roads 
but what I would call trails. Riding a horse is really the 
ideal way to get around this part of the country. 

We climbed over rocks and trees and had gorgeous 
views. And, incidentally, we looked for cattle, saw a con- 
siderable number and tried to guess their weight. I was 
truly appreciative of the beautiful upland country. 

The ranch now includes 8000 acres, and it is not only 
good pasture but good hunting and fishing country. Mr. 
Combes of the Combes Aircraft Co. showed me the head 
of a wild game animal that he had shot there last year. 
It had one of the most beautiful sets of horns I have ever 
seen. 


Both my uncle, Theodore Roosevelt, and my 
father, Elliott Roosevelt, hunted in this part of the 
country and in many other parts of the world, so 
I think I know a little about heads and horns. 


At times in my life I have wished that none of my 
family had ever hunted. For, like every other possession 
of interest and value, I had to take care of their hunting 
trophies. Now I have disposed of most of them, and I 
enjoy seeing them when other people have to take care 
of them. 

My purpose in going out to Colorado at this time was 
to speak at the summer graduation ceremonies of one of 
my grandsons, Elliott Roosevelt Jr., at Colorado State Uni- 
versity. He received his degree and also his second lieu- 
tenancy in the Army. He has chosen to go into the para- 
troopers and will begin his six-months’ training in Feb- 
ruary. 


The ceremonies were impressive, but since 
it was quite warm and many people were seated 
in the sun, I was glad that many students do not 
graduate in the summer. Many of those who did 
graduate were older teachers receiving higher 
degrees or students wanting to make progress 
in a chosen line of learning.

We even note this 
with our small creek, granted 
that since the five years of 
drouth it contains no fish and 
probably won’t until we have a 
few more normal seasons.

Heie is a 
truck tire someone has dump- 
ed, and there some old rags 
carelessly left by someone else 
who came to wash their car.

These things destroy the food 
and cover on which the fish 
depend and it is my guess that 
they are responsible for more 
poor fishing than are too 
many fishermen. 


The fishing waters that will 
stand the greatest angling 
pressure are the impound- 
ments; farm ponds and na- 
tural and artificial lakes. All 
these require a certain amount 
of management for best re- 
sults and yet it is often found 
that such waters are not being 
fished hard enough. Fortun- 
ately here in Missouri we are 
well supplied in at least two 
eategories of impoundment; 
the farm pond and the arti- 
ficial lake. Few states can of- 
fer the miles of good river 
fishing that we boast, especial- 
ly in the Ozarks. When it 
comes to the little wading 
creeks that provide both fish- 
ing and solitude, we still know 
one or two, but I guess we'll 
keep the information under 
our hat.
